The Salt Lake Railroad Company is 
w illing to co-operate with the three

T. C. Peck, of the Salt Lake, 
has advised Secretary Metzgar that 
his company is ready to go into a con­ 
ference with officials 
of 
the 
other 
lines and discuss the building of a un­ 
ion depot. 
A short time ago Metzgar, as sec­ 
retary of the Chamber of Commerce, 
indited a letter to the local represen­ 
tatives of the Salt Lake, Southern P a ­ 
cific, Santa Fe and Pacific 
Electric, 
asking them to take up with the prop­ 
er officials of their respective lines 
the building of a union depot. 
The 
point was advanced that land is cheap­ 
er in Santa Ana than it will ever be 
again and that the establishment of a 
single depot for all the lines entering! 
the city could be accomplished better 
at this tim e than in the future. 
W ith 
the Salt Lake preparing to enter the 
city, the Paqific Electric without a de­ 
pot and the three steam lines center­ 
ing practically w ithin a block, it is 
the belief of the proponents 
of 
the 
union depot that now is the 
logical 
tim e to attem pt tjie consolidation of 
the depots. 
Santa Ana is certain to become a 
big city in time. 
Population of the 
city is m aintaining a steady increase 
a- d with 
the 
industrial 
activities 
•which w ill become a part of the city 
th- ugh the assistance of the indus­ 
trial fund recently subscribed, 
the 
growth of the city w ill be more rapid 
than it has been in the 
past.

lines in the city w ill be harder of ac­ 
complishment in later years than it 
w ill be at this time. 
The Salt Lake and Pacific Electric 
are the only companies which have 
made replies to the letters forwarded 
by their local representatives.

tion has been referred to the proper 
officials for consideration. 
T. C. Peck, in his letter to

Tavis, local commercial agent, says: 
“ You may say to Mr. Metzgar that 
M r. Nutt, our general manager, w ill 
be glad to meet the Southern Pacific 
and Santa Fe officials at any tim e Mr. 
Metzgar can arrange for a conference 
and talk over the proposition, but I 
do not see how it would be possible 
for the Santa Fe to join in such an 
undertaking as their station 
is

cated on their main line and I am sure 
thev would not care to consider the 
matter, because it would be too ex­ 
pensive to them for tho little they 
would gain.”

Inquest Delayed Pending Re­ 
port of Chemists At 
Los Angeles 


B y experiments this morning it was 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of all 
who were present that Fred 
Rurup 
came to his death at Orange through 
inhaling gas given forth by a defective 
gas water heater. 
The experiment was tried 
at 
the 
home of W illiam Rurup at Orange, in 
which Saturday night the entire Rurup 
family, consisting of 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. 
Rurup and their three boys, were over­ 
come, the terrible exi»erience result­ 
ing in the death of one of the boys. 
Several men entered the house while 
the gas was burning in the heater. All 
of them were quickly affected, 
some 
of them showing the symptoms of gas 
poisoning very decidedly. 
A 
rabbit, 
left in the house longer than any of 
the men found it impossible to remain, 
was wobbly in half an hour. 
W h ile the report of the Los Angeles 
chemist to 
whom 
the 
apples 
and 
powdery stuff found on 
the 
apples 
were sent for examination, 
has 
not 
yet been received, it is not believed 
now that the apples or the powdery 
stuff had anything more to do with the 
sufferings and tragedy that came 
to 
the Rurup home Saturday night than 
did the things they ate eleven months 
ago when they lived in Harvard, Neb. 
Test W ith Bird Proves 
Gas Theory 
The experiment by Dr. A. 
H. 
Do- 
rnann yesteruay in which 
a 
canary 
bird was loosed in the house while the 
heater was burning, convinced meet of 
the investigators that 
the 
defective 
gas heater was to be credited with the 
mystery. 
This morning 
further 
ex­ 
periments w ere made. 
it was ascertained from members of 
the Rurup fam ily that none of the w in­ 
dows of the home were up 
Saturday 
night excepting a window of the bath­ 
room. 
This window was up only two 
or three inches. 
The eveningu

habit of keeping the windows down. 
P o ssib ly the windows 
were 
not 
so 
closely shut on each of the two 
pre­ 
vious Saturday evenings 
when 
soon 
after the heater was started for pre­ 
paring water for the bathing of the 
children the fam ily w as overcome with 
what on those occasions they thought, 
was poisoning. 
Among those " h o were present this 
morning when the neater was lighted 
were Dr. Domann, Coroner T. A. Win- 
bigler, H. A. W arner, W illiam Rurup, 
father of the dead boy. and Ernest and 
W alte r Rurup, bromers

A tame rabbit was placed in 
the front room of 
the 
house. 
The 
doors between the rooms 
were 
left 
open. 
No Vent to Take Fumea 
Out of Room 
The heater sets beside the kitchen 
stove. 
It is connected up 
by 
pipes 
with the upright tank. 
There is 
no 
vent, to take aw ay the fumes from the 
heater. 
It was judged that more 
gat* 
was 
turned into the heater than could be 
consumed by the flame in the small 
cylinder, aud that a goodly portion of 
the gas passed into the atmosphere of 
the room without being burned. 
Im m ediately after the 
heater 
was 
started, the odor of gas was detected. 
By placing one’s head close 
to 
the 
floor it wsiy found that the odor 
was 
not present w hile it was present a few 
feet above the floor. 
B ut a few minutes was sufficient to 
drive those present from the house. 
Some of them remained 
until 
they 
were groggy. 
Headaches 
were 
soon 
produced. 
The pulse of one

men went quickly up to 130.

Only by long experience oi 
an exceptionally k een intuition can a 
m an reconcile all th e conflicting an 
tag onism s th at block the path of a r 
asp irant to a g overnorship o r con 
g ress. 
A g overnor of 33 years of ag < 
is an interesting fig ure.

It is an encourag ing sig n of the 
tim es th a t som etim es the best politics 
is to ig nore politics; to shape one's 
course entirely on
